THE BAIL PROCESS 

There are five release options available to a person who's been arrested. 

1. CASH BAIL 

2. SURETY BOND [using a bail agency, Peacock Bail Bonds] 

3. PROPERTY BOND 

4. Release on his or her OWN RECOGNIZANCE (OR] 

5. Release on CITATION or what is termed as a Cite Out. 

1. CASH BAIL-To be released on cash bail, a person must post with the court the total 
amount of the bail, in cash, to secure his/her return to court on an appointed date, and 
thereafter until the case is finished. Full cash bails are an incentive for defendants to appear 
at trial. If the defendant appears for his/her court appearances, the cash will be returned to 
him/her within 60-90 days. However, if he/she fails to appear, the cash bond is forfeited to 
the court! 

2. SURETY BOND (commonly referred to as a bail bond, you would use a bail agent — 
Chris Peacock, Peacock Bail Bonds] --The alternative to a 100% cash bail is the posting of a 
surety bond which is also known as a bail bond. This process involves a contractual 
undertaking guaranteed by an admitted insurance company having adequate assets to 
satisfy the face value of the bond. Peacock Bail Bonds guarantees to the court that they will 
pay the bond if a defendant fails to appear for the designated court appearances. 
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For this service, the defendant is charged a premium. To be released by posting a bail bond,

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and release the defendant. A court would require an up to date appraisal of the property.
